In th«>’ American Derhy lie was making liis lirst 
puliHe apiiearanee as a thriH'-year-old. 

This .year iliere is a trio of unlH*aten turf cracks 
among tlie Kenliicky Derli.y eligililt's, namely. Last 
Coin, Iron Duke ami Regret. Tlit> latter is a lilly 
ef sueh higli class lliat slie may at last lireuk Ihe 
liiHidtHi wliieh lias followed lier sex in this event 
and lead home her field in tlie prize as has occurred 
several times in tlie famous Epsiiin Ihriiy and. 
in fai-t. as recently as 1P12. wlien Hie gray lilly 
'ni.gaiie Mini the famous (lassie at Epsom Downs. 
Regret triumphed last season over colts and geldings 
as well as lillies, and slie nt least lias a Itsik in for 
Ihe Coining great Keiitnek.v I'veiit. 

To speak, of great races of tin' past alwa.vs calls 
lip a Hood ' of nieniorii's.

As a speenlalive «‘vent that race set llu> 
sporting world ago.g. Tin- racing pntilie wagi'iaal 
man.v thonsnnds of dollars on Hn* chanci's of Domino, 
many liclicviiig that he was sure to »(Hit tlie Inrf 
with an nnlM>atei) record, wliii<“ the followers of 
.S<>nator Grady from .Moiilana, lh<> Iioiik^ of .Marcus 
Daly, his owner, kept backing Hiat tsill iinlil Hie 
liehl left Hie liarrier, 

•Miicli Hiirty and some fori.v to one was laid 
against Hu* ehaiiees of the Califoriiia-lireil colt. 
R(*,v 1*1 Santa Aiiilu, which had done some fairl.v 
giMid racing as a two-.vear-old and had just arrived 
from Lutouiu, where he liud wou a ,gixi<l race, hut 
none of the goml judges of racing foriii regarded him 
as linviiig a haik-iii wlien* it came to racing witit 
such colts as Domino and Senator Grady. He was 

then traiii(*<l liy Henr.v .McDiiiiiel, wlio is now iu 

charge of the liig raciiig arraj* of the Caiiudiaii 
turfman. Robert Davies, and his condition surely 
retleeled eri'dil on that skillful handler of horses, 
as he was tit to the minute. 

Ill looking liaek. now that Hie wonderful race 

lias long lieen liistory, it is easily to lie seen wliy 
K(‘.y el Santa .\nila slionid liav(> lieen ri'garileil 
more liighly hy the followers of form and lireeding 
Hian he w;is. 'I'ltc* fact was, Domino and Senator 
(trad.v possessed such iirestige that Hie racing piih- 
lie. as Well as the talent, were earrieil awa.v with 
Hieir records and never thought of inipiiring into 

tile luolialiilit.v of eitlier or ImiHi of them Iieing 
able to run well over the Derli.y route. It was 
known Hie.v iHissessetl reniarkalile sjieed and the 
general opinion seemed to lie Hiat the one Hint 
could oulnin the other would win tht' iiriz<*. The 
wise ones overiooked the fact tliat E. .f. Italdwiii 
was sending Key el Santa Anita to tlie post ami 
tliat ill three oHiet scu.imiiis he liad won tliis raee. 
'I’liey also forgot tliat Ihe far western turfman 
liati Hioiiglit so Well of Hiis son of iniporled Cheviot 
as to give him the equivalent of Hie English mime 
“King of .Santa Anita,” afli'r the great estate 
that is still one of tin* heaiit.v spots of Southern 
California, to beautify wliieli lie spent freely if 
his great fortune. 

Frisl Taral, who roile Domino that da.v. tried to 
jilace tlie son of lliniyar.
